“ Resolved that the state be request­ 
ed to use local material such as stone 
and so forth when available for state 
aid road construction instead of se­ 
curing the same elsewhere a t g re a t­ 
er expense. 
“ Resolved that the township engi­ 
neer be empowered to select all pri­ 
m ary roads to be perm anently im­ 
proved in each 
township 
w hether 
state aid is received or not. 
“ Resolved th a t the president ap ­ 
point a eom nrttee 
to

necessary information about the coun­ 
ty unit method of collecting taxes arui 
report the same at our next annual 
meeting.
